COOLEY. RESIGNS — 
AS SCHOOL HEAD. 


Says He Believes Worries In- 
volved in Present Posi- 
tion Would Under- 
mine Health. 


Edwip G. Cooley resigned the superintend-. 
ency of the Chicago public school system late 
yesterday afternoon. His action had been 
predicted by Tun Trisung in the morning, 
but it came as a stunning biow to his friends 
on the board of education, many of whom up 
to the last minute had refused to believe that 
he would leave his work in Chicago. 

The board rooms being closed for the holi- 
day, Mr. Cooley's letter of resignation was 
sent to President Schneider's residence by 
messenger. An hour earlier Mr. Schneider 
hed said he was planning to remain away 
from his office until Monday and that he ex- 
pected no word from Mr. Cooley until then. 

Mr. Cooley's resignation started a rumor 
that Assistant Superintendents Charles P. 
Megan and William M. Roberts, who have 
been associated closely with the superintend- 
ent in his work, will send in their resigna- 
tions within a short time. Neither Mr. Megan 
nor. Mr. Roberts wae willing to deny the re- 
port, but neither would discuss it. 

Within a short time—possibly within * 
week Mr. Cooley will leave for Boston to 
assume his new duties as president of D. C. 
Heath & Co. In the ordinary course of 
events his resignation would be presented to 
the school management committee at its 
meeting next Thursday, but President 
Schneider may call a special meeting of the 
board before that time. 


Two Sentences Full of Meaning. 

Two terse tences full of 
meaning to those who have followed his eight 
years’ career in Chicago—contain the super- 
intendent's entire explanation ef his action.

Then Mr. Cooley ask that he be relieved 
from his present work soon as possible, 
adding: “ My contin in the position of 
superintendent of schools for any length of 
time will be embarrassing to me.

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Mr. Cooley's resignation admitted they have 
tentative candidates for position in mind, 
but refused to name then. Theodore W. 
Robinson, chairman of the school manage- 
ment committee, characterized the filling of 
the position as the hardest job Chicago has 
had in a long time.“ ' 


Text of Cooley’s Letter. 

Mr. Cooley’s letter to the board follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: An oppor- 
tunity has come to me of engaging ina 
line of work that will be less strenuous 
than the superintendence of the Chicago 
schools, a work that seems likely to be 
congenial, although less to my liking in 
many ways than the supervision of a sys- 
tem of schools. I believe that I ought to 
accept this offer. I believe that the labor 
and worries involved in my present posi- 
tion will soon undermine_my health and 
strength, and force me out permanently. 
I believe that my own interests and the 
interests of my family demand that I 

anticipate this possible breakdown. 

I regret much the inconvenience that 
this step on my part may occasion the 
board of educatiqn, and I sincerely hope 
that my resignation at this time will not 
be considered as a. faflure te appreciate 
the many kindnesses that I have experi- 
enced from its members, from the mem- 
bers of the teaching force, and from the 
citizens of Chicago. I appreciate fully 
the support that I have received, and I 
wish to thank the members of the board 
of education for their many evidences of 
confidence, | 

In conclusion I wish to say that it is 
a matter of deep regret to me that I shall 
leave so many things unfinished in which 
I have interested myself and my friends, 
changes that I believe are demanded by 
the welfare of the children of Chicago. 
I realize the magnitude of the trust that 
has been placed upon me, and I hope that 
my leaving the work at this time will not 
be regarded as an indication of any want 
of devotion upon my part to the welfare 
of the children and the best interests of 
the schools. I shall always be interested 
in the Chicago public schools and their 
problems and I shall regret that I have 
not had wisdom and strength to serve 
them better. 

It is my hope that the board of educa-

E (Lincoln) was one of the two greatest Americans; one of 
the two or three greatest men of the nineteenth century;

of the poorest of the frontier folk, whose rise was by weary and painful 
labor, lived to lead his people through the burning flames of a struggle 
from which the nation emerged, purified as by fire, born anew to a 
loftier life. After long years of iron effort, and of failure that came 
more often than victory, he at last rose to the leadership of the re- 
public, at the moment when that leadership had become the stupen- 


He grew to know greatness, but never ease. Success came 
to him, but never happiness, save that which springs from doing well 
n painful und a vital task. Power was his, but not pleasure. The 
furrows deepened on his brow, but his eyes were undimmed by either 
hate or fear. His gaunt shoulders were bowed, but his steel thews 
never faltered as he bore for a burden the destinies of his people. 
His great and tender heart shrank from giving pain; and the task 
allotted him was to ‘pour out like water the life-blood of the young 
men, and to feel in his every fiber the sorrow of the women. 
“Disaster saddened but never dismayed him. As the red years 
of war went by they found him ever doing his duty in the present, 
ever facing the future with fearless front, high of heart, and dauntless 
of soul.

President Schneider Surprised. 

President Schneider, when he received Mr. 
Cooley’s resignation, expressed surprise, 

* I expected this, of course,“ he sad. but 
I didn't know it was coming 80 soon. Well 
we cannot blame Mr. Cooley for going. This 
job here is a hard one. It’s a matter of 
trying to please everybody, and there isn't 
a man living who can do that. I am sorry 
to see him go, but after we had talked things 
over I told him that I would do ft if I were 
in his place. He can do his work now with- 
out being bothcred at every turn by some 
one who thinks he knows more about it than 
Mr. Cooley does. 

„% We will take our time about selecting a 
superintendent. The schools will run them- 
selves for awhile—they did it last spring— 
and there is no reason for our hurrying.” 

Trustee Robinson, who has been untiring in 
his efforts to ind Mr. Cooley to remain, 
was deeply affected when a representative of 
Tue TRIBUNE told him the news. 

„ Resigned!"’ he exclaimed. ‘‘ Im sorry— 
very, very sorry. This is a most serious 
loss to the city of Chicago—especially, of 
course, to the schools. Mr. Cooley is an edu- 
cator of the highest standing and he has 
held the most difficult sehool position in 
America.” 

Says He Deserves Honor. 

„I have looked at this thing a bit diffrently 
from some of Mr. Cooley's friends on the 
board.“ said Dr. Alexander L. Blackwood. 
Mr. Cooley hae had a severe break in health, 
and I anticipate that if be were to go on an- 
other break would come in a short time. Al- 
though I deeply regret this move, I feel it 1s 
the thing for him to do. To take charge of a 
work already organized will relieve the strain 
he has been-under. Moreover, it is a great 
honor. He has had a hard battle and he de- 
serves it.“ 

Members of the anti- Cooley minority on the 
board exulted in the announcement of his 
resignation. ; 

‘I don’t Want to say anything against Mr. 
Cooley personally at this time,” said Dr. John 
Guerin, dut I have always felt that he was 
not the proper man to be at the head of the 
school system.“ 

More emphatic condemnations came from 
Trustee Post. Sonsteby, Mills, and Robins. 
Mr. Cameron, Mr. Gartz, Mr. Morron, and 
Mr. Downey are not in the city: From the 
rest of the board came a unanimous ex- 
pression ot regret. 


Spends Day Locked in Office. 

Mr. Cooley spent most of the day locked in 
his office. In the evening he told Assistant 
Superintendent Megan he was “ going to hide 
himselt afd sent a request to the news- 
paper men that as a persona! fayor they re- 
train from ting to interview him. 

As presideht of the Heath company Mr. 
Cooley will Meeive a salary of $12,000 a year 
under a fi year contract and an option 
on 200 share} of the company’s stock. 

In acceptigg the position he ends a ca-

reer of some thirty years as a schooimas- 
ter. He was born in Strawberry Point, Ia. 
in 1857. Originally a blacksmith by trade, he 
soon turned his attention to higher educa- 
tion and in 1878 began teaching in the Iowa 
schools and attending the Iowa state uni- 
versity whenever opportunity offered. 

In 1900 after seven years as principal of 
the La Grange High school he was “ dis- 
covered by several Chicago men and elect- 
ed principal of the Chicago Normal school. 
Before he took that position, however, E. 
Benjamin Andrews resigned the superinten- 
dency and Mr. Cooley was made his suc- 
cessor. .

AMERICA PRAISED 
BY JAPAN’S ENVOY 

Takahira at Lincoln Banquet 
at Peoria, Says Western 


Jingoes Have Not In- 
jured Friendship. 


‘GOLDEN RULE’ IS LAUDED 


Feb. 12.—[Special.]—Baron 
Takahira, Japanese ambassador to the 
United States, today, in this city, gave Ja- 
pan’s tribute of praise to the memory of 
Lincoln and brought a pledge of the friend- 
ship which his nation bears toward America. 
He was speaking at the banquet of the Créve 
Coeur club. Other speakers were former 
Gov. Gulld and Charles E. Ma goon.

Envoy’s Tribute to Lincoln. 

In paying tribute to Lincoln's memory 
Baron Takahira said there was no need for 
him to speak of the life of the martyred 
president. If, however,’ he added, I 
should be required to say what has impressed 
me most strongly in his life and character, I 
would mention the nobleness of his heart 
and the generosity of his mind, which leave 
no trace of personal motives in his manage- 
ment of public affairs, but abound in every 
proof of the sincerity of desire for the bene- 
fit of his country and fellow beings. These 
are fully illustrative of the life and character 
of this statesman, idealized by all men of 
every nationality. 

„Mr. John Hay, who was once President 
Lincoln's private secretary, said, in speaking 
of American diplomacy, * The briefest expres- 
sion of our rule of conduct is perhaps the 
Monroe doctrine and the golden rule.’ 

„ The history of the diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Japan and 
other far eastern countries is replete with 
friendly acts which might be considered as 
an application of the golden rule, and there is 
every reason to believe that such application 
of the. golden rule in your diplomacy with 
those countries is being approved by the 
adoption of the same rule in their diplomacy 
towards you. 

Shows the Debt of Japan. 


„ Now let me make a few remarks here 


about ouf relations in order to show you how 


the golden rule has been observed between 


“the two countries and also why it must be ob- 


served. 

„I have necessarily to begin with the re- 
markable success of Commodore Perry's mis- 
sion, which was sent to Japan some half cen- 
tury ago in order to open the country. 

„Speaking of the great debt of gratitude 
Japan dwes to the United States for its 
friendly introduction into the international 
community, it is a noteworthy fact that the 
American government has been particularly 
careful in the selection of its representatives 
in Japan. 

“ Townsend Harris, your first minister to 
Japan, was especially remarkable as a man 
of large heart and broad mind. In regard 
to his achievements in Japan a certain writer 
says: ‘It was thus from the outset 
that American diplomacy assumed in the 
eyes of the Japanese a distinctive aspect. 
They learned to regard the Washington 
statesmen as their country’s well wishers, 
whose policy no element of aggressive mas- 
terfulness disfigured or would ever disfigure.’ 


Immigration Is Being Checked. 

It is for this reason that when displeasure 
was manifested in this country in regard to 
the Japanese immigration we readily con- 
sented to the adjustment of the question un- 
der certain conditions by limiting the immi- 
gration of laborers to the minimum number, 
and as a consequence it has been greatly 
reduced, notably since last July, and it ie 
found that during the latter half of 1908 the 
number of Japanese immigrants who re- 
turned to Japan from continental United 
States was larger than those who arrived in 
this country by 2,100, and the number of those 
who returned to Japan from the Hawalian 
islands was also in excess of those which 
arrived there from Japan by 1,500.

State’s Attorney Wayman Tells of 
President’s Simple Methods. 


A great scholarship fund—greater in its 
scope than the Cecil Rhodes fund—was ad- 
vocated last night as the moet fitting memo- 
rial to the memory of Lincoln. 
Joseph A. Milburn advanced the idea in a 
speech at the Standard club, Michigan ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth street. 

“They are talking of a monument to Lin- 
coln,”’ said Dr. Milburn. “I will tell you 
of the greatest monument the American peo- 
ple could build to ham. It would bea scholar- 
ship fund—a fund that would send our wor- 
thy students into the heights of which they 
have dreamed. More light is the cry of the 
human soul. It means more justice, more 
humanity. It will bring us nearer to the real 
Lincoln in his own dreams and ambitions. 

“Weare & great nation but we are too boast- 
ful. We are tending toward autocracy. One 
man is our prophet and expounder, our mind 
and our will. Out eyes are turned toward 
the White house too much. In a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for the 
people, we bow to the throne. We have de- 
parted in simplicity and in democracy from 
Lincoln. Moral paternalism is making mental 
imbeciles out of some of us.“ 


Extolied by State’s Attorney. 
State’s Attorney John E. W. Wayman 
spoke on Arms and the Man.” He said in 


“Lincoln was simple in all his methods. 
In all my study of his life I have come to the 
conclusion that he worked on this one rule— 
the shortest distance between two points is 
a straight line.’ : 

Lincoln and Grant are together tonight. 
It was not the battles nor the leadership that 
made them great. It was the character that 
was behind all this. , 

Out of Lincoln's Ufe I gain the lesson of 
reverence for existing law. He never forgot 
that. He never vjolated the constitution 
either in the letter or in the spirit. Let us 
think that he will live through all the years 
and take this simple lesson to our hearts. 
Let us resolve that for us he has not died in 


vain.’’ 

Man from the Masses. 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch was the last speaker. 
** We never tire of looking at a sunset or at 
the great mountains,“ he said. 80 it is 
with a great man. The book of that life 
never will have ‘finis’ written after it. Its 
gladness, sadness, and struggle will he sung 
until the whole world goes to sleep at the 
crack of doom. 

After all, it is not they who are alone that 
represent the strength of a nation. The 
masses are the rocks upon which these men 
stand. The masses are the reserve force. 
That nation alone is great that has in its 
masses an unnamed, undistinguished power 
to call upon in a day of stress. Lincoln came 
from the masses, and he never forgot it.” 


Eulogy by W. J. Calhoun. 

Jacob Newman was the chairman of the 
evening. In introducing Mr. Calhoun he said: 

1 have the honor of introducing a man, 
who, if indications mean anything, will ere 
long be a United States senator.“ 

Mr. Calhoun in his address said: 

“Mr. Lincoln's character was unique. It 
ig the saddest character in all history, but at 
the same time it is the sadness of a great 
soul. He had no intimate friends. He stood 
alone. It is hard to compare him with any 
other great man. There is no comparison 
between him ahd Washington. Washington 
lacked that great element of humanity that 
arose in Lincoln from the fact that he was a 
man from the people. 

The greatest test of a man's character 
is the test of power. Many men can stand 
misfortune; but few can stand prosperity. 
That was the test that Lincoln stood and that 
marked him out for all ages. He was un- 
conscious of his power and he never used it. 
He was gentle and kind and modest. 

„The prayer of Lincoln was that the north, 
south, the east, and the west be united. To- 
day they are so and that is the fulfillment 
of Lincoln's life work.“

Chafin in Evaneton Thursday thet Lincoln 
had not freed 4,000,000 slaves. 

Rabbi Harrison began his address with the 
passage from 2: And the Lord had 
blessed Abraham in all things. 

* Surely he blessed our Abraham and Lin- 
coln has handed the blessing down to us,“ he 
said. 

God blessed our Abraham with strange 
gifts, with grinding poverty, with lowliness, 
with endless struggles, and with martyrdom, 
but it was thus that he made a man more 


made, to serve and to save America and to 
inspire posterity with his example and for 


sions of the coming race. 
Enriched by Poverty. 

“He taught men how to be enriched by 
poverty, how to be strengthened by strug- 
gles, how privileged one could be in having 
no privileges. If he was poor in coin, he was 
rich in God's good air, in the vast spaces 
of the uncrowded west. If he had little land, 
he had abundant landscape. 

But Lincoln has left many lessons to the 
people of succeeding generations. He has 
taught men to seize opportunity, not to wait 
for it; that opportunity les not so much out- 
side as inside the man. ‘His example proves 
that we get out of life what we bring to it. 
He taught us that a man could be serious 
without being morose. His cloud of melan- 
choly was silvered always by the sunlight of 
mirth. 

“The humor of Lincola was his safety 
valve. A man who can laugh heartily, even 
at himself, is in no danger of melancholia on 
mental shipwreck. Laughter never made a 
dyspeptic yet. We can well learn not to take 
ourselves too seriously and to shine our wor- 
ry away, our anxieties and fears. 

“Tt is true Lincoln receivéd Iittle school edu- 
cation. He did not even havea common school 
education. He was not familiar with the 
classical languages or with the modern 
tongues. He was not accomplished; he was 
not learned. Yet, when he was placed before 
a task, he mastered it. He mastered circum- 
stances. He understood men. He led the 
American people and conquered their prob- 
lems. He had a sufficiency of knowledge and 
an abundant store of wisdom. : 


What Would Lincoln Do Now“ 

„Were Lincoln president now I am sure he 
would maintain that assertion of the essen- 
tial equality of men in their rights and oppor- 
tunities, that principle that every man is en- 
titled to a fair chance. He would have com- 
bated the class spirit and the growth of so- 
called ‘four hundreds’ in our land; He 
cared nothing for the four hundred,’ but all 
for the forty million. 

“ His policy would be essentially the same 
as that of President Roosevelt. 

Least of all, I imagine, could Abraham 
Lincoln have seen in silence the birth of an 
American ‘ snobocracy.’ What would he 
have thought of the masters and captains of 
industry whose strength had obtained for 
them many millions with daughtere to in- 
herit the: same, and calmly handing these 
daughters and these millions to aliens, to 
pauper members of foreign nobility, who 
trade off their tarnished titles for fortunes? 
Whenever our spoiled Amertean children cry 
the father importe a duke, even if the 
goon ii broken and cast aside. 6 

We cannot imagine Lincoln sanctioning 
the exclusion of immigrants by means of 
tests such as exclude poverty and illiteracy, 
both of which would have kept out his own 
parents. He championed a fighting chance 
for every one. 

Lincoln ‘believed in the ity of the 
declaration. If black slavery Was so utterly 
hateful to him, what do you think he would 
have thought of white slavery, of those 
bound to the wheel of labor all their days 
without the fair opportunity of working for 
themselves? What, would he have thought 
of child labor? 


Fight Against Lawlessness. 

But the thought which stands out above 
all the rest ie the one which today we most 
sorely need. It is the principle for which Lin- 
coln combated all his days and the antagon- 
lem whieh brought on that bloody conflict. 
It was his emphatic declaration against meek 


power. 

In our day the problem has shifted. It 
is a fight against lawless wealth, against cor- 
porations that break laws and with inaolence 


zen to keep in mind that justice and liberty 
are closely connected, and if injustice is done 
it is paid for by a loss of rights and liberties. 

Metropolitan cities need characters like 
President Roosevelt in the mayor's chair. 
Chicago needs such a man; so does St. Louis; 
and I could enumerate other cities that need 
such characters in the city halis, 

** Chicago's aldermen may be angels, but in 
St. Louls we think a housecleaning is quite 
the proper thing, and have begun a campaign 
toward the end of ousting the rascals who 
govern the municipal affairs. 

It requires not much thinking to realize 
that the political filth of our city halis is 
more the dirty work of unscrupulous mon- 
eyed interests than of the lowef order of cor- 
rupt politicians. The fight of ail decent citi- 
sens ie not against a few political thieves but 
aguinst the force behind them. I believe 
thoroughly that corrupt corporations mean 
corrupt’ politics. 


Remedy in State Control. 


“The remedy for this weak submission to 
lawless powers, against which our Lincoln 
fought all hie days, is simply the rigid con- 
trol of the public service corporations by the 
state. We should have a public service com- 
miseion in every state at once. Perhaps then 
our commiseion might order our electric com- 
pany to furnish more than a dim religious 
light in our houses and compel our transit 
company to have the rule, ‘no seat, no 
fare.’ , 

„All these things may seem to have only.e 
remote connection with the Great Emanci- 
pator. But I cannot Imagine any interests 
of his and our beloved country that would se 
appeal to his heart as these present day con- 
flicte between the rights of the common man 
and their invasion by the powerful.“ 

Following the address of Dr. Harrison, a 
bronse tablet, Lincoln's Gettysburg address, 
was presented to the Memorial association 
by Mrs. Ella Wort, state patriotic instructor 
of the Woman’s Relief Corps. 

The invocation was pronounced by the Rev. 
W. A. Waterman, D. D. 


Veterans Meet at Banquet. 


Old soldiers who had known Lincoln, who 
had rubbed shoulders with him during the 
war times, who had heard words of encour- 
agement from him while marching along the 
dusty roads near Washington, gathered to- 
gether again in the evening and exchanged 
anecdotes of the martyred president. 

The gathering of soldiers was held in the 
Mid-Day club, where the Illinois commandery 
of the Loyal Legion held its Lincoln day 
celebration. More than 200 veterans, accom- 
panied by wives and daughters, were pres- 
ent at the banquet. 

Gen. Robbins made his reply to Mr. Chafin 
in the strongest language at his command. 

„I gee by the morning papers that Mr. 
Chafin said President Lincoln did not free 
4,000,000 slaves,“ said the speaker. He 
declares that this wae the greatest blunder 
of Lincoln’s administration; that it caused 
desertions from the army, and that & lost 
the president the support of many of his 
frien 


ds. 

„I want to say right here that a man who 
would criticise President Lincoln and his at- 
titude during the war is not fit to be an 
American citizen. 

„It the Prohibition party hasn't a bigger 
‘pinhead’ to put up for the high office of 
president of the United States it ought to 
have no candidate at all. 

„ There were men who deserted from the 
army at that time. Certainly. However, 
they were men who were afraid of the song 
of the bullet.. The friends the president lost 
were not friends that he should have had for 
his own good.” 


Reply to Chafin Cheered. 


The applause with which these remarks 
were received indicated that they voiced the 
sentiments of the women as well as the 
veterans.

He was the one speaker whose speech was 
not made from the platform. 

The corner stone is a fine specimen of gray 
granite about three feet square. and it was 
crowned with a wreath of carnations pre- 
sented by the Kentucky Lincoln association. 
President Roosevelt, in his set speech, con- 
trasted the lives of Washington and Lincoln, 
characterizing them as the two greatest 
Americans. He declared they were alike in 
the things necessary to true greatness. Lin- 
coln he painted as strong in battle, dauntless 
in defeat, and generous in victory. 


Text of President’s Address. 

„We have met here,” said the president, 

“to ‘celebrate the hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of one of the two greatest Amer- 
jeans; of one of the two or three greatest 
men of the nineteenth century; of one of the 
greatest men in the world’s history. This 
rail splitter, this boy who passed his ungainly 
youth in the dire poverty of the poorest of the 
frontier folk, whose rise was by weary and 
painful labor, lived to lead his people through 
the burning flames of a struggle from which 
the nation emerged, purified as by fire, börn 
anew to a loftier life. 
“ After long years of iron effort and of 
failure that came more often than victory, 
he at last réde to the leadership of the repub- 
He, at the moment when that leadership had 
become the stupendous world task of the 
time. He grew to know greatness, but never 
ease. Success came to him, but never happi- 
ness, save that which springs from doing well 
a painful and a vital task. 

“ Power was his, but not pleasure. The 
furrows deepened on his brow, but his eyes 
were undimmed by either hate or fear. His 
gaunt shoulders were bowed, but his steel 
thews never faltered as he bore for a burden 
the destinies of his people. 

Heart Shrank from Giving Pain. 


„His great and tender heart shrank from 
giving pain; and the task allotted him was 
to pour out like water the life blood of the 
young men, and to feel in his every fiber the 
sorrow of the women. Disaster saddened 
but never dismayed him. 

“As the“ red years of war went by they 
found him ever doing his duty in the pres- 
ent. ever facing the future with fearless 
front, high of heart, and dauntless of soul. 
Unbroken: by hatred, unshaken by scorn, he 
worked and suffered for the people. Triumph 
was his at the last, and barely had he tasted 
it before murder found him, and the kindly, 
patient, fearless eyes were closed forever. 

Asa people we are indeed beyond measure 
fortunate in the characters of the two great- 
est of our public men. Washington and Lin- 
coln. Widely though they differed in ex- 
ternals, the Virginia landed gentieman and 
the Kentucky ‘backwoodsman, they were 
alike in essentials, they were alike in the 
great qualities which rendered each able to 
render service to his nation and to all man- 
kind such as no other man of his generation 
could or did render: 


Ideals of Two Great Men. 

** Dach had lofty ideals, but each in striv- 
ing to attain these lofty ideals was guided by 
the soundest common sense. Each possessed 
inflexible courage in adversity and a soul 
wholly unspoiled by prosperity. 

Nach all the gentler virtues 
commonly exhibited by good men who lack 
rugged. strength of character. Each pos- 
sessed also all the strong qualities commonly 
exhibited by those towering masters of man- 
kind who have too often shown themselves 
@evoid of so much as the understanding of 
the words by which we signify the qualities 
of duty, of mercy; of devotion to the right, 
of lofty disinterestedness in battling for the 
good of others.

“He lived in days that were great and 
terrible, when brother fought against broth- 
er for what each sincerely deemed to be the 
right. 

In a contest so grim the strong men 
who alone can carry it through are rarely 
able to do justice to the deep convictions 
of those with whom they grapple in mortal 
strife. At such times men see through a 
glass darkly; to only the rarest and loftiest 
spirits is vouchsafed that clear vision which 
gradually comes to all, even to the lesser, 
as the struggle fades into distancé, and 
wounds are forgotten, and peace creeps back 
to the hearts that were hurt. 


Weakness Foreign to His Nature. 

“But to Lincoln was given this supreme 
vision. He did not hate the man from whom 
he differed. Weakness was as foreign as 
wickedness to his strong, gentle nature, but 
his courage was of a quality so high that it 
needed no bolstering of dark passion. 

He saw clearly that the same high quali- 
ties, the same courage, and willingness for 
self-sacrifice, and.devotion to the right as 
it was given them to see the right, belonged 
both to the men of the north and to the 
men of the south. 

“As the years roll by, and as all of us, 
wherever we dwell, grow to feel an equal 
pride in the valor and self-devotion, alike of 
the men who wore the bive and the men 
who wore the gray, so this whole nation 
will grow to feel a pecullar sense of pride 
in the man whose blood was shed for the 
union of his people and for the freedom of 
a race; the lover of his country and of all 
mankind; the mightiest of the mighty men 
who mastered the mighty days, Abraham 
Lincoln.“ 

Folk Tells Association’s Aim. 

Former Gov. Folk of Missouri, who is 
president of the Lincoln Memorial associa- 
tion, told its purpose. 

“The people of every great nation,“ he 
said, “‘ have in all times honored their heroes 
with memorials. In studying the history of 
other people we judge them by these tokens 
of affection for the illustrious men that led 
them in some mighty crisis. 

„This nation has had many men whose 
deeds have emblazoned the pages of history, 

mt no name is now dearer in the hearts of 
the péople than that of Abraham Lincoln. 
Washington fought to give us this nation. 
Lincoln struggled to keep it as a government 
of the people, for the people, and by the 
people. Jefferson taught the simple truths 
necessary for the happiness of a democratic 
people; Lincoln applied these truths to the 
troubles of his time and steered the ship of 
state into a peaceful harbor. 

Jackson thundered against and overcame 
the evils of his day; Lincoln, with a heart 
ready for any fate, breathed a new force into 
the doctrines of Jackson. We preserved 
Mount Vernon in memory of Washington. 
Monticello is still the Mecca for the follow- 
ers of Jefferson. The Hermitage is kept as 
when Old Hickory lived and worked and 
wrought.se 

Fame Grows Brighter Each Year. 

Save for an occasional monument, there 
is no suitable memorial of Lincoln, whose 
fame grows brighter as the years go by. 
Here on this farm was born the strongest, 
strangest, gentlest character the republic 
ever has known. His work was destined to 
have a more farreaching influence than any 
that went before him. Until recently this 
spot, which should be hallowed by every 
American, was unnoticed and abandoned. 

“Inspired by the idea that due regard for 
the apostle of human liberty who sprang from 
this soil demanded the preservation of his 
birthplace, a few patriotic men organized 
the Lincoln Farm association to purchase 
this property and to erect upon it a memorial 
to that simple but sublime life that here came 
into the world, 

“This association is purely patriotic in its 
purposes and the movement has met with 
a ready response from every section of the 
nation. The governors of nearly all the 
states have appointed commissioners to co- 
operate inthis work. The south has respond- 
ed as generously as the north, In revering 
the name of Lincoln, there is now no north 
or south nor east or west. There fs but 
one heart in all, and that the heart of pa- 
triotic America. 

So the memorial to be erected here by 
south as well as north will not only be in 
memory of Lincoln but it will be a testimony 
that the fires of hatred kindled by the fierce 
eivil eonflict of nearly half a century ago 
are dead and from the ashes has arisen the 
red rose of patriotism to a common country 
and loyalty to a common flag.“

AMERICANS IN ROME OBSERVE 
LINCOLN CENTENNIAL DAY. 


Ambassador Griscom Principal Speaker 
at Banquet Attended by More than 
Hundred—Address in Berlin. 


ROME, Feb. 12.—The centennial of Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s birth was fittingly celebrated 
at a dinner at the Excelsior hotel here to- 
night, which was attended by 110 Americana, 
including Ambassador Griscom, Signor Na- 
than, the mayor of Rome, and several other 
Italian dignitaries. Six of the Americans 
present once had the honor of conversing 
with the martyred president. 

G. W. Breck, director of the American acad- 
emy in Rome. acted as toastmaster. and the 
Rev. Walter Lawrie of Newport offered the 
invocation. Ambassador Griscom was the 
principal speaker, and his remark? on the 
friendship between Italy and the United 
States during the civil war and which still 
continued evoked hearty applause. 

Mayor Nathan proposed a toast to the 
health of King Victor Emmanuel and later, 
in a eulogistic speech on Lincoln, brought 
forth a round of hearty applause by saying: 

Lincoln was not an American; he belonged 
to the whole world.” 


Berlin Address on Lincoln. 
BERLIN, Feb. 12.—The hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln 
was celebrated at the University of Berlin 
at noon today when Prof. Felix Adler of

Lincoln Meeting in London. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—The English newspa- 
pers today devote much space to apprecia- 
tions of Abraham Lincoln.

| EULOGIES HEARD BY NEGROES. 


Celebration Packs Seventh Regiment 
Armory and Hundreds Are Unable 
to Gain Admission. 


Eulogies of Lincoln mingled with many 
words of advice and god cheer were ad- 
dressed last evening to 8,000 colored men and 
women gathered. in the Seventh Regiment 
armory. Some of the speakers came close 
to the line of talking politics in referring to 
present conditions governing the negroes in 
the south, but all avoided the danger line. 

Officers of the Lincoln week celebration 
who have attefided many of the more im- 
portant meetings of the week united in de- 
claring that the enthusiasm displayed by 
the crowd that packed the great armory was 
not exceeded at any other gathering. Htn- 
dreds were unable to obtain entrance to the 
auditorium, but remained outside. and 
cheered just the same when the band played 
“The Star Spangled Banner or Dixie.“ 

The one disappointment of the evening 
came with the unavoidable delay of William 


J. Calhoun, one of the speakers, who was de- 


tained by a previous speaking engagement 
until so late that half of the vast audience 
had left before he arrived. 

Members of the Eighth infantry aided 
largely in arranging for the meeting. They 
patrolled the armory and the regimental 
band gave a concert lasting for an hour be- 
fore the other exercises. A large chorus of 
mixed voices gave several selections between 
the speeches. 

The Rev. J. W. E. Bowen, president of 
Gammon Theological seminary, Atlanta, Ga. 
made the principal address. In part he said: 

Abraham Lincoln and the emancipation 
proclamation should be spoken with one 
breath. It is impossible to separate them. 
But there is more to the emancipation proc- 
lamation in its essence and truth than the 
mere removing of the shackles of the slave. 

Larger results were contemplated by Mr. 
Lincoln. Purer results were before him than 
merely to see 4.000.000 of ignorant and stupid 
blacks set free. That was only the begin- 
ning of the work of emancipation. Utter, 
complete emancipation, not only of hand and 
foot but of mind and heart, and the complete 
amalgamation into the body politic is the 
larger result to be looked forward to as the 
outcome of the emancipation of the slave.” 

During the evening the emancipation proc- 
lamation was read by E. P. McCabe, ex-aud- 
itor of the state of Kansas. W. G. Clark of 
the Ohio State college va Lincoln’s second 
inaugural address, and J. Gray Lucas recited 
“The Warrior's Prayer.” The benediction 
was pronounced by the Rev. Moses H.

“The people of the United States,“ he 
ald, will not long suffer their foreign re- 
lations to be imperiled or permit the peace 
of the country to be put in jeopardy because 
some one state does not choose to submit 
to the action of the general government in a 
matter with which the general government 
alone can deal.“

* TAncoln’s fame as a statesman,” said Mr. 
Bryan, and as the nation's chief executive 
during ite most crucial period has so over- 
shadowed his fame as an orator that his 
merits as a public speaker have not been 
sufficiently emphasized. When it is remem- 
bered that his nomination was directly due 
to the prominence which he won upon the 
stump; that in the most remarkable series of 
debates he held his own against one of the 
most brilliant orators America has pro- 
duced; and that to his speeches, more than 
to the arguments of any other one man, or, 
in fact, of all other public men combined, was 
due the success of his party—when all these 
facts are borne in mind it will appear plain, 
even to the casual observer. that too little 
‘attention has been given to the extraordi- 
nary power which he exercised as a speaker. 
No other American president has ever so 
‘clearly owed his elevation to his oratory. 

„In analyzing Lincoln's characteristics as 
a speaker one is impressed with the com- 
pleteness of his equipment. He possessed 
the two things that are absolutely essential 
to effective speaking—namely: information 
and earnestness. If one can be called elo- 
quent who knows what he is talking about 
and means what he says, Lincoln’s speeches 
were eloquent. 


Sure of His Ground. 
“He was thoroughly informed upon the

WOMEN WANT STRIFE ENDED 


Go in Vain in Throng to ‘Skinny’ 
Madden’s Headquarters. 


HE REFUSES TO SEE THEM. 


Begins Efforts to Raise Money for a De- 
fense Fund. 


A delegation of women. wives of strikers. 
stormed the anterooms of the Associated 
Byliding Trades at 200 Washington street 
last evening and demanded that Skinny °’ 
Madden call off the strike on the new Chicago 
and Northwestern terminal station and give 
their husbands a chince to earn a living. 

Inside, a regular meeting of Skiny 
central organization was in progress, with 
the labor cgar in the chair. Fearful of the 
consequences to himself if he should appear 
in the midst of the clamoring women, the 
dictator stuck to his chair and ordered one 
of his Heutenants to the front to learn 
what the trouble was. 

The women stamped their feet and insisted 
on being admitted to the meeting hall to see 
Madden. Skinny.“ however, refused to al- 
low them to enter the sacred "’ precincts of 
his domain and ordered his trusties to 
clear the hallways of the women and the 
newspaper men. 

There were nearly fifty women in the 
crowd. A few of them paid their husbands’ 
dues at a little window at the farther end of 
the hall. One woman, after paying up, said 
with a sigh: 

It's just about our last dollar, and I don't 
know what we'll do if this strike doesn’t end 
soon. . 

After realizing that it was no use to op- 
pose the all- powerful Skinny Madden, 
master of their husbands’ jives and destinies, 
the disconsolate women left in groups of six 
and seven. 

Raising Defense Fund. 

Frightened at the prospect of a grand jury 
investigation of hig sympathetic strike tac- 
tics and “‘ holdup methods against the con- 
tractors, possible indictments, and trials, 
Madden yesterday began raising a defense 
fund kor himself and his gang. 

More than 200 delegates’ were present at 
the meeting in the evening and practically 
every delegate subscribed to the fund. Be- 
fore the meeting was called to order 
* Skinny lined the delegates and 
marched them single file through the rooms. 
As the delegates passed the labor czar’s desk 
they ‘signed a paper p red for the purpose 
and deposited their contribution for the de- 
tense of their chief. 

The movement for raising the fund was 
started by Skinny in the morning after a 
conference with his lieutenants at the Sher- 


man house and in his private office in the 


Kedzie building. The word was taken to the 
meeting of the board of business agents 
that a big tund would be necessary to carry 
on a fight to the finish.“ 


Some Refuse to Contribute. 

Some of the business agents, however, 
frowned on the plan of contributing. As one 
of them expressed it: 

“I wouldn't contribute a bean to their de- 
fense fund; I've never been let in on the 
ground floor, so I don't see why I should 
help defray the expenses of getting them out 
of trouble.“ 

At the meeting in the evening Skinny 
denied that the money collected was for the 
defense fund. He refused, however, to tell 
what it was to be used for. 

The special committee appointed by the 
joint meeting of contractors and employing 
interests will visit State’s Attorney John E. 
W. Wayman today to take up with him the 
question of bringing the evidence of graft 
and blackmail against Madden before the 
grand jury. 

The committee, headed by Victor Falkenau, 
began studying the legal phases of the in- 
junction question, particularly with refer 
ence to seeking a blanket injunction against 
all building trade unions as a means of 
terminating the strike on the termina) 
station.

SIX BERLIN GIRLS STABBED 


Police Seek Criminal tea At- 
tacks Women with Awl. 


ONE DIES FROM INJURIES. 


Suspects Arrested and One Prisoner 
Identified by Victims. 


BERLIN, Feb. 12.—A series of six attacks 
upon women and girls has set the southeast- 
ern and eastern districts of Berlin in a state 
of panic. 

Three women were attacked Tuesday even- 
ing by a man who stabbed them with a sharp 
instrument believed to be a Jarge awl. One 
of his victims bled to death and the others 
were badly wounded. 

These attacks were followed on Wednes- 
day by two similar assaults on girls, one of 
whom was severely and the other only 
slightly injured. 

Cries Bring Quick Help. 

This afternoon in the vicinity of Lichten- 
berg another girl was attacked in the same 
manner, but she warded off the weapon with 
her hand, which was severely cut. 

Her cries of alarm brought ap excited 
crowd, members of which, suspecting that 
the criminal had taken refuge in a neighbor- 
ing house, searched it from cellar to roof. 
Their efforts to find the man who did the 
stabbing, however, were unsuccessful. 

Dozen Men Placed in Jail. 

A dozen men were arrested charged with 
the crimes, but later all were released on 
establishing alibis. Late this evening an 
armed youth about 20 years old was taken 
into custody in the neighborhood where the 
last assault occurred. 

Two of the victims of the stabber declared 
they recognized him as their assailant, and 
he was detained and will be confronted by the 
other women tomorrow.

What is urgently needed is the thorough 
reorganization of our judicial establish- 
ment and the simplification of procedure. 
This addition of judges to meet the in- 
crease of litigation is like the addition of 
oxen to haul wagons through a slough 
instead of mending the road and hnprov- 
ing the motive power. 

The achievement ot the reform will be 
by no means brief or easy. The more 
reason a beginning should be no longer 
delayed. Lawyers of note, judges, and 
public men are everywhere deprecating 
the attitude of the public towards the 
courts and the law. It is observed with 
grave concern by all thoughtful Amer 
ans that lawlessness is a prevalent, if 
not a growing phenomenon of American 
life; that respect for courts atid their dé 
cisions seems to be waning in this genera- 
tion. The vital importance of this to the 
nation’s social well-being cannot de over- 
estimated, but it is not for us simply to 
groan and shake our heads over it, since 
it is remediable. In so far as such a 


] phehomenon is the result of the layman's 


impatience at the inherent failure of sub- 
stantive law to Keep pace with public 
opinion it is inevitable fh a period of 
transition. As to this the bad a is time 
and the equally inevitable advance of sub- 
stantive law through legislation and the 
slower processés of judicial interpreta- 
But added to this ground for distrust of 
the law is the ulinecesary complexity 
and technicality of dür American system.

which, at 7 cents a quart (the present price 
of milk) the consumers pay daily $67,200. 

As pearly as it can be estimated, the daily 
consumption of beer by the city is 1. 260,000 
quarts. The retail price ot the. beer will 
safely average 15 cents a quart and total 
about $189,000 each day. 

When the nutritive value of each is com- 
pared, Chicago as a whole should not object 
to an increase in the price of good fresh milk 
while it pays so much for beer without 
grumbling.

“The Higher Life in Art” Tells 
the Story of the Barbizon Revolt 
Against Classicism. 


HE art lectures instituted by Mrs.-J. 
Young Scammon in memory of her 
husband, one of Chicago's earliest art 
patrons, were inaugurated by a series 
of lectures given by John La Farge at 

the Chicago Art institute. Though these lec- 
tures were delivered some time ago, it is but 
now that they appear in book form from the 
McClure Publishing company, New York. 
The title of the book is not one which appeals 
to the critical taste. THE HIGHERLIFE 
IN ART ’’ seems too obvious and out of keep- 
ing with the genuinely discriminating, yet 
simple, lectures of Mr. La Farge. 

He chose to talk about the men whose lives 
he had touched directly or indirectly in his 
experience. Though he did not see the begin- 
ming of that spontaneous and spiritual real- 
ism which distinguished the men of the Bar- 
bizon school, he was nevertheless to call some 
of them master and to feed upon the idea 
and inspirations which they awakened.

to an aristocrat who hated him; if you 
want to see the drama that was played in 
France between 1788 and 1848, read the 
* RECOLLECTIONS OF THE BARON DE 
FRENILLY,” of which fat and bulky volume 
the Messrs. Putnam are the fortunate pub- 
lishers, — 1 
Francols Auguste de Frenilly was born in 
Paris in 1768, and while his family were un- 
titled they were by virtue of their antiquity 
and the positions that they held under the 
government on a level with the high nobility 
of that city. It was his mother’s desire that 
he should become a magistrate and she held 
up for him as a model the brilliant Herault 
de Sechelles, the spoiled child of fame, the 
idol of the women of the day, the man to 
whom she aspired as the husband of her 
daughter.” It was this same Herault de 
Sechelies that years later Frenilly saw in a 
cart with Danton on his way to the guillo- 
tine. 


Frenilly detested the revolution because, as 
he tells us, the aristocracy was “‘ an indelible 
element, united with the marrow of his 
bones He believed in the empire, at the 
same time he regarded Napoleon as the 
scourge of Europe, he was turning French- 
men into the condition of the Romans under 
Nero and Domitiari—a nation of conquerors 


abroad but of slaves at home, therefore he 


enthusiastically welcomed the return of the 
Bourbons. 
His Recollections were written by Frenilly 


during his exile, between. 1837 and 1848. He 


wrote them by fits and starts, to kil) time, 
also to give publicity to his views of men and 
things. He had strong views, too, and he 
uses strong fanguage in expressing them. 


He describes Talleyrand as an infamous 


wretch and Fouché as a knave, Voltaire as 


‘a deadly man who merited only scorn and 


aversion. He execrates that “Gilles Cesar,” - 
Lafayette Washington's clown, the most 
infatuated and pedantic of giddy headed per- 
sons who brought from America the princi- 
ples of Penn and Franklin.” He has only 
a feeling of disgust for Benjamin Constant. 
whose physiognomy, like his soul and his 
speeches, seemed to him to be “ saturated 
with cruelty, impudenée, hatred, and envy.” 
Louis XVIII, was his béte noir, and hé does 
not conceal his feelings for this“ stout, aick-/ 
ly, and fatigued man. 

He describes Paris as it was before the 
revolution; fashionable Paris, which thought 
of nothing but pleasure; sentimental and 
| sensible Paris, where in the corner of a 
| drawing’ room and surrounded by thirty 
people, mothers nursed their babes, * the 
poor victims of Rousseau,” or where young 
women of 20 declared that they no longer 
danced because they had had a child. 


Frenilly’s portraits of women are vivacious 
and charming, and his portraits of men are 
lifelike and painted with a brush that does 
not falter in its work. Ot course one ex- 
pects in a book of this. sort an author 
will show his prejudices, anc 
in a manner that makes for lively reading. 
Furthermore, he calls a — 2 a spade and 
uses scandelous language in writing of 
scandalous people. The book is well edited 
‘and well translated and makes delightful 
reading for those who, like himself, find 


their recreation in the past. I should like 


to quote from these Recollections the ac- 
count, beginning on page 110, of the events 
of Aug. 10, but it is too long. It is a pathetic 
and thrilling story of a famous historic 
scene written at the time by an eye witness 
and one who knew how to write. Of his visit 
to Voltaire when he was a small boy Frenilly 
writes: : 

“Getting into our carriage, we reached, 

the Pont Royal, some thirty yards from the 
Rue de Beaune, at the corner of which was 
the marquis de Villette’s house. I descended, 
| and; leaving my mother to wait for me, found 
myself, in my apple green satin coat, in the 
midst of the people on the Quai des Theatins. 
Though my legs rather trembled, I arrived 
at my. destination without getting muddy, 
which appeared to me to be an important 
part of my mission. I passed through the 
carriage entrance, unchallenged by door- 
keeper, and then mounted on the right a small 
ground floor staircase, the plan of which I 
had in my head. Where is monsieur go- 
ing?’ asked a sort of valet de chambre. ‘I 
am going to M. de Voltaire’s,"a& replied, rather 
proudly, I believe. Thereupon a little door 
was opened and I found myself face to face 
‘with a tall skeleton buried in a large arm- 
) chair and wearing on his head a huge bear- 
skin cap which covered him down to his eyes. 
It was Voltaire... I had counted on 
passing through ante-rooms and salons, 
which would have given me time to prepare 
myself. I was dragged from my quandary 
by a cavernous: voice saying: Ol what a 
pretty child! Come fear, my little friend.’ 
: Monsieur, I have ‘the honor .. I ü be- 
gan. And from whom is this-letter?’ asked 
the old man. *Monsieur, it is from NM. 
d' Artet.“ (O! unhappy. mother!) And what 
ig) your name?’ Monsieur, my name is 
Frenilly.’ (Unhappy mother! I had ten lines 
ot verse in reply to this question.) And who 
is your father?’ Monsieur, he is receiver 
‘general.’ (Thrice ‘unhappy _mother! there 
were six lines in response to this.) I have 
forgotten’ the other questions, to which I 
doubtless. replied» with the same happy ap- 
propriateness,; and which the great man fre- 
quently interlarded win: ‘OQ! what a pretty 
child!’ .

„One hour after the pope's cortége had 
passed, Bonaparte’s appeared, with a grand 
display of troops and horses. Plumes waved 
and brand new galloons sparkied in the sun; 
but there was not a well known face, not a 
well known name, except in the small towns 
where one had taken off his apron and an- 
other had put aside his aw! in order to dis- 
guise themselves as noble lords. 

From that handsome buffoon, Murat, who 
had risen from his father’s inn to the govern- 
ment of Paris, and whence he was to rise to 
a throne; from the three imperial sisters, 
who had left the washing of their chemises 
at Marseilies.to come to Paris, beplumed and 
covered with diamonds, to carry the train of 
Barras’ former mistress; from those menial 
grand officers, the Montmorencys, the Cos- 
sés, the La Trémoilies, and others who had 
been installed. but a fortnight; from all 
these to the little old soldier of the 13th of 
Vendémiaire, who figured in his coronation 
in a dalmatica and white cloak, the proces- 
sion was but a masquerade in which every 
one had put on his or her costume for trial, 
and for which no one had yet studied his of 
her role. This saturnalia was the subject 
for either laughter or tears, according to in- 
dividual taste and character.” 


Here is a good anecdote of the faithful 
La Bouillerie: 

“The time for war with Russia was ripe. 
Bonaparte, who was almost ill in time of 
peace, unbuttoned his coat and said: ‘I 
must make war.’ He had four hundred 
millions in little gold barrels in his cellars 
under the care of the excellent La Bouillerie, 
the most faithful of treasurers and one of 
the most upright, simple, loyal, and wise men 
I have known. One day when the emperor 
Was reckoning up his treasures with him 
Napoleon said to him: Tou see all the bar- 
rels. Well, at the end of the campaign not 
one of them will remain.’ ‘Sire,’ replied 
the good treasurer, ‘there is a means by 
which you can keep them.’ ‘And what is 
that?’ asked Bonaparte. Ar not making 
War,“ said La Bouillerie, Tou are a good 
fellow,’ exclaimed the emperor, slapping him 
on the shoulder. 

On June 23 Bonaparte had 400,000 French- 
men on the banks of the Niemen—<certainly 
the most brilliant army that had ever been 
seen and of which he might have said, alas! 
what he said to La Bouillerie when speak- 
ing of his four hundred millions. To it he 
added the contingents of Italy, Prussia, Aus- 
tria, and the Germanic confederation. This 
man, like a torrent. rolled the whole uni- 
verse before him. Before leaving Paris he 


young men in France by sending them offi- 
peer commissions, These were the hostages 

of the Faubourg St. Germain. This flower 
of the nobility set off, like the conscripts, 
furious and in despair, but returned after 
six months intoxicated with glory, eager for 
the fray, and enthusiastic over the empire.“ 

Frenilly describes his first sight of Louis 
XVIII.: 

“ These platoons were distinguished both 
for their handsome appearance and their 
bad temper; their frowning faces said as 
plain as words that they would rather have 
followed an emperor on horseback through 
the streets of Vienne than be trailed along 
the streets of Paris with a gouty king. 
‘Louis’ first appearance made, in the midst 
of my joy, a painful impression upon me. 
In a calash drawn by eight horses lolled, 
with a fatigued and sickly air, a stout man 
wearing a blue overcoat with gold epau- 
lets and an enormous three corner hat, 
and apparently insensible to the shouts of 
joy that filled the air as he passed. Com- 
pared to the king, the duchesse d’Angouleme 
was much more the object of public enthu- 
siasm; but she looked stiff and unnatural 
in @ new corset, and her naturally sad face 
recalled either the past or predicted the 


future.” 


Frenilly tells what he thinks might have 
happened had Napoleon gone to America 
as was at one time intended that he should: 

He left Malmaison incognito on June 29, 
and on July 3, still without being known, 
reached Rochefort. He counted on finding 
there an American ship to take him to New 
York, and had he succeeded heaven alone 
knows what an explosion of joy his name 
would have aroused in the United States, 
that country of foolish enthusiasm where 
senates have since assembled to deify Fanny 
Elssier and make a hero of Lafayette. He 
would have become a Quaker, as he had 
become a Mussulman, until the day came 
when his followers in France had formed 11 
conspiracy, and he had found a boat to take 
Him across the ocean. It was at this time 
that Mme. de Stael said: ‘I had a desire to 
write the Life of Napoleon, but now I shall 
‘write the Adventures of Bonaparte’; and 
for once she spoke the truth, she who had 80 
many times craved for a glance from him.”’

After- 
wards. he returned to Cambridge and was 
engaged in the practice of law there when 
nominated by his party for the Supreme

Judge Hand now is 58 years of age, strong 
physically and generally regarded as in the 
prime of ripened ability. The fact no oppo- 
sition to his renomination has appeared indi- 
cates that the #oters of the Fifth district 
recognize the importance of returning a 
judge of demonstrated capacity to a court 
which has to handle all the complex legal 
issues presented in a large state containing 
a city of first size and importance.

Traders Trust to an Avalanche. 

But. notwithstanding the present moder- 
ate revival of speculation in the future, it 
must be admitted that there are many op- 
erators who look on the situation in ‘ sang 
froid,’ trusting to an impending avalanche 
of Argentine and Australian wheat to bring 
about a change in the eleventh hour and to 
evolve fullness out of dearth, to alter short 
commons into abundance, or even repletion. 
And while we are at one with these optimists 
in confidently: looking for large shipments 
from Argentina and Australia, yet we must 
join issue with them on the theory that these 
shipments willl prove to be sufficient to bring 
about abundance. In the first place, there 
is the void in the stocks of milters to fill up. 
and, secondly, the vacuum in the flour re- 
serves of the great army of bakers through- 
out Europe, and, lastly, there are the gen- 
@rai arrears of buying by merchants and 
dealers in Europe and many ex-European 
countries which some day certainly will be 
made good. The aggregate of these several 
poteptial demands is so large that no single 
pair of shippérs, however important, would 
be capahje of coping with it. Take for an 
example last season, when North America, 
as well as the southern hemisphere, were 
shipping heavily, yet the whole volume was 
absorbed without any great difficulty. 


‘Heavy Receipts Well Handled. 

“Last season between the third week of 
January and the end of Aprit—fourteen weeks 
—there were 18,000.000 quarters shipped by 
the principal growers, say. roundly, 1,300,000 
quarters per week for a full turee months. 
During the time these shipments were taking 
place the trade was in a disorganized state, 
great financial stringency was afflicting trad- 

ers in the United States and Europe, the Lon- 
ye bank rate was 7 per cent in November 
and December and 6 per cent in January, one 
of the most sensational failures occurred 
and was followed by the forced liquidation of 
several other traders whose holdings were 
sacrificed. 

The Argentine then was shipping for the 
first time at a rate which fairly staggered 
importers (in the second- week of February 
she shipped 939,000 quarters). Yet under all 
these adverse influences and with a European 
stock ashore and afloat of 10,000,000 quarters 
the 18.000. 000 quarters shipped between Janu- 
ary and April were well cared for, the visible 
European stocks being only 2,000,000 quarters 
greater at the end than at the beginning of 
the period. 


Flour Conditions Are Better. 

Broomhall touched on the foreign flour situ- 
ation this way: 

The market for foreign flour has at last 
shown some signs of quickening, but on the 
wholé still is to some extent disappointing. 
Buyers are more in evidence and the inquiry 
is of a more general character, but the result- 
ing business so far is of a puyely retail nature 
and confined to consumers who are running 
bare of stock providing against more imme- 
diate requirements. The relatively high 
prices asked for anything available for use or 
near at hand still is a hindrance to expansion 
of trade and absolutely prohibitive of any de- 
velopment in the way of speculative transac, 
tions. However, the improvement, such as it 
is, is welcomed as an earnest of possible bet- 
terment in the near future and tends to 


strengthen holders, encouraging them to be 


firmer in their views.“
